tion for the study of heads I am 
quite certain he would have discov. 
ered that the poet’s brain was quite 
as remarkable as his eye. In recent 
years Miss Lee and Prof. Pearson 
have invented a fairly accurate meth- 
od of calculating the size of the brai 
from the dimensiens of the skull. 
Their method indicates that Burns 
had a brain measuring 1,720 cubic 
cm.—1,500 em. being the size of 
brain for an average Scotsman. The 
great size of the head gives a key to 
the remark made by Sir Walter 
Scott, viz., ‘His countenance was 
more massive than it looks in any of 
his portraits.’ , , 

“Unfortunately the cast of tho 
skull leaves off at the lower margin 
of the eye-sockets, hence I am unaLie 
to give any exact measurements ro- 
lating to the lower part of the face. 
The width of the face, however, one 
can state definitely, The widest part 
of the face, taken just below the eye- 
sockets, measures 134 mm., fully a 
quarter of an inch beyond the width 
of the average man's face. Yet the 
cheek bones, as may be seen from 
the various pcrtraits. as from the

face lay well behind the eye sockets. 
Anatomists do not include the fore- 
head in measuring the length of the 
face, because its upper limit is hard 
to define; they measure from the root 
of the nose to the lower margin of 
the chin. The well-developed average 
man has a face length of: 120. mm. 
From the Various portraits I infer 
that the poet's face was of average 
length, about 120 mm., but his face 
was above the aversge width. When, 
however, a face of rather more than 
normal dimension is painted r« part 
of a head of altogether abnormal di- 
mensions it appears dwarfed; hence 
Sir Walter Scott’s remark that ar- 
tists had not done justice to the mas- 
siveness of Burns’ ‘eatures.” 


Radium ines In England. 

England may yet prove to be the 
richest producer of radium ore in the 
world. 

Pitchblende was discovered ever so 
long ago in the Tromwith tin mine, 
Cornwall, but it is only quite Iately 
that one of England® most eminent 
scientists, Sir William Ramszy, and 
his assistant chemirt, Mr. White- 
house, have really got down to work 
there. Now radium ts being turned 
out in a dingy back street tn Lime- 
house, London. It is valued at $3,- 
750,000 an ounce. 

It is anticipated that at the end 
of March an output of something like 
4,000 milligrams a year,evalued at 
$80 a milligram, will be placed upon 
the market. 

The mine may be the greatest 
source of pitchblende in the world 
and within . stone's throw’ of it fs 
another similar mine worked by a 
French company. Other mines are 
thought to exist In the middle and 
west of England.

In an interesting article on the 
curiosities of insurance, published by 
the London Daily Chronicle, it is 
also pointed out that most of the 
claims coming in just now are caus- 
ed by jewellery thieves, who break 
into flats and small houses that are 
left unoccupied for an hour or two. 
Many such residences have. doors 
with glass panels and spring locks— 
a favorite combination for the bur- 
glar and housebreaker, since he has 
only to break the glass and pull back 
the lock. He first knocks at the 
door. If, after two or three knocks, 
no one answers, he assunies that no 
one is in, and makes an entrance. 
If someone comes to the door he 
asks for a person who does not live 
there. 

There seems to be nothing which 
one cannot be insured against now- 
adays, judging by some of the. curl- 
ous claims which have been paid, 
For instance, a man burnt his foot 
on a hot-water bottle while lying in 
bed. He was awarded £30. A 
butcher pushed out of his cart by 
the pigs he was taking to market 
received £60 for his injuries; and 
another man who scratched his éye 
with his finger-nail while washing 
and destroyed his sight, was paid 
£150 as compensation.

To Prevent Explosions, 


One method cf preventing explo- 
sions of coal dust is to place stone 
dust where it. collects, thus forming 
a mixture that is inflammable. This 
plan has been tried at the Altoft's 
cglleries, and its working was jately 
explained in an address by Prof. 
Hummel of the University of Leeds. 

The stone dust fs applied about 
once in six months. It is covered 
over the haulage way, walle and 
dust-collecting projections, or, where 
the walls are smooth, is placed on 
boards at the sides of the roads, or 
suspended from the roof, 

At one seam, where nearly 7,000 
yards of haulage roads and. junctions 
were dressed, the first cost was an 
eighth of a penny per ton of coal 
raised, the cost at the second and 
third dressings having been at less 
than half that rate. 

The stone dust necessary varies 
with the kind of coal, but an amount 
equal to. that of the coal dust usual- 
ly gives perfect safety.
